Was the Son of a rich Merchant ar Antwery, born in the 
year 1545. He diſcovered his firft Inclinarion to patnring by 
drawing ſeveral figures when voung in the Book of his 
fachers Accounts, which though hts father, was very angryat, 
when he firſt ſaw jr, yer diſcovering thereby rhe benr of 
bis Inclination, he ſent him to @ Paincer ro bt infiruted, by 
which means and his carngſt conſidering che paineings of Flo- 
ris and alſo by accuſtoming himſclf to reading Poerry he be- 
came ac length a very able Painter, After he had ſpent 
ſome timein France jn thus employing his Talent, he paſſed 
the Alpes and continued for a while at Milan; There it was 
thathe invented and drew in the ruines of an old Amphithea- 
tre, A Dance of Witches which procured him ſo much reputa- 
tion, that Don Clauio having bought it and ſhown itto Cardi- 
nal Farncſe ; the Cardinal was ſo taken with it, that he offered 
a very honourable Allowance to Spranger, fo draw him to 
Caprarole, that his ſtately Palace there be adorned with 
ſo curious a pencil, Bur Spranger having a mind ctolce Rome 
ſteered his courſe thicher,and not long after his arrival chere 
was made Painter to the Pope, and had a ſumptuous lodging 
aſſigned him in the .Belveder over the Lascoon : Being rhus 
raiſed to honour, he raiſed his mind to atrerzpr ſomerhing 
worrhy of his fortune, and jn this noble hear of mg paine- 
ed that rare Piece of the [aft Fudgment, upon a large Copper- 

late of fix foot in _wideneſs, where there are five hundred 
rſeftly diverfified, and diſpoſed after a moſt admira- 
ble and deſign, Phe Pope dying a little after this Piece
